1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-20 are 
allowed. 

Claims 1-20 are allowed because the prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a 
circuit which includes an evaluation circuit and a comparator circuit in combination for receiving 
the output voltages from a replica circuit at specified time intervals and performing 
subtractions/integrations and comparisons to generate control signal to control the second bias 
current in the replica circuit as recited in claim 1 .
